AN ACT to amend seotion 10, of chapter 52, of the Laws of 1859, en- 
titled "An Act relating to the Dane county court." 

The People of the State of Wisconsin, represented in 
Senate and Assembly, do enact as follows: 

Petit jurors SECTION 1. That section 10, of chapter 52, of the 
hr Dane Co. General Laws of 1859, be amended, so as to read as fol- 
Court. keire : "A panel of petit jurors, not exceeding eighteen 

in number, for each term of the county court of Dane 
county, shall be drawn in the same manner, as now is, or " 
hereafter may be, provided by law, for the circuit court 
of said county, and the persons serving as such panels 
of petit jurors, shall be paid at the same rate, and in the 
same manner, as is now, or may hereafter be, provided 
by law for the payment of jurors in the circuit court of 
Dane county ; and jurors for the trial of issues, shall be 
drawn, empanneled, and sworn, in the same manner as 
in the circuit courts of this State, and said county court 
shall have, exercise, and use the same process for sum-
moning such petit jurors as is now, or may heresfter, by 
law, be used by the circuit courts of this State." 

Repealing law SHO. 2. That section 10, of chapter 52, of the Gen- 
f 2859. 	eral Laws of 1859, be, and the same is hereby repealed. 

SEC. 3.. This act shall take effect and be in force from 
and after its passage and publication.
